'I'he city is allowing the use of 
the Park House, wliich tlie doctors 
pronounce almost ideal for the 
purpose. .Mr. l.auher, the park 
caretaker, has cheerfully given 
valuable a.ssistance in vaious 
ways. 'Pile t'ongregational Cliurch 
has donated the use of a gas heat¬ 
er, .Mrs. Staff has donated the use 
of a gas hot-plate, the public 
school is allowing the use of 
blankets and cots from the supply 
presented to it by the Red Cross 
and the F.T.A. for summer school, 
Mr. Sadler has allowed a discount 
on a good-sized dry goods bill. 
Several donations of money have 
been ri’ceived—$3 from the "Dick¬ 
ens Fellowsliip. $1 from a "Friend 
in .Atascadero,” and $5 from the 
.Modern I’riscillas, who also pre¬ 
sented tlie F.T..A. with a generous 
check la.-t year. The Woman’s 
Club has offered some wa.ste from 
huilding material in its basement 
that can he used for fuel in th< 
lireplaie at the i’ark House, and 
the F.T..A. liiipes to be able to 
have it hauled free of charge. 

The F.T.A. is furnishing five 
dozen napkins for clinic use, two 
dozen muslin hags to hoUl the chil¬ 
dren's' clothi'S wlien tliey are dis¬ 
robed, rubber sheeting, siieets to 
cover jiails on table: , two doctor’s 
gowns, a second gas heater for 
use in the examining room, two 
lengtlis of tubing for gas connec¬ 
tions, a teakettle and various 
other smaller articles. It is as¬ 
suming the clinic gas and lauiuiry 
hills, al.so. 'Phe money donations 
already received will almost pay 
for the new gas licater. 

Tlie only thing now needed 
badly is a series of folding screems 
to partition off live end of the 
large room near the fire place, 
where babies are ilisrohed, weigh¬ 
ed and measured, hi'fore being 
taken into the examining room. 
The other day blaiiket.s were u.sed 
a.s partitions, hut lhe.se are rather 
unsiglitly, and three folding 
.screens will Im' more easily han¬ 
dled, more sightly and more sani¬ 
tary. If any old frames can be 
donated, the F.T.A. will gladly 
clean and cover them.

The policies of the school board 
retict against the city trustees, the actions 
of the city trustees react against the school 
board. And the actions of individual mem- 
Ijers of either board have a hard “come¬ 
back” on public alfaii's generally. 

It is moie a matter of attitudes than of 
specific acts. What is needed is evidence 
of genuine sympathy and understanding be¬ 
tween people who ought to be working to¬ 
gether for the best interests of everylxidy. 
Until that is to be seen we will get nowhere 
at a very rapid rate. With it we will do big 
things.

OPENING UP THE MOUNTAINS 

O pposition to the Big Santa Anita can¬ 
yon automobile load seems to be based 
on a groundless fear. Owners of stores and 
refreshment places along the present Sturte- 
vant Trail naturally consider the effect of a 
highway which might divert some of the 
travel from its present route. Probably that 
would result. However, it is just as prol> 
able that other business would develop to 
take its place. 

Traffic into the mountains by way of the 
Big Santa Anita would be greatly increased 
were an automoliile road available. It is 
probable that a more or le.ss permanent com¬ 
munity would develop at some point in the 
Big Santa Anita or the West Fork, in addi¬ 
tion to the .scattered private cabins and 
camp.s now found there. All highways lead¬ 
ing to and from that region would carry 
moi'e tralfic. Moi’e business would result 
instead of le.ss. The mountains w'ould be 
made available to vastly more people than 
ever get into them now. Money which now' 
goes into the mountains of San Bernardino 
county would be spent right here in our 
own mountains. It does not look as if any¬ 
body would lie hurt by the proposed road, 
and many thousands of people would be 
benefited. 


water company. So far it is uns{)oiled. It 
can be made a place where native California 
plant life can be seen at its best. There is 
room for picnic facilities, shady walks, in¬ 
viting trails and places for I’est from turmoil 
and too much “improvement.” 

The paving of Grove Street will make 
Bailey Canyon more easily accessible, being 
within a few steps either from Grove or 
Lima. It is high enough t<f provide magni¬ 
ficent vistas over the valley. It w'ould be¬ 
come a mecca for sight seers and one of 
the things which would lend real distinction 
to Sierra Madre. 

At vast expense an arboretum is to be 
established soon in Santa Monica Canyon. 
Men of gi’eat wealth and influence are lend¬ 
ing their aid to the enterprise, which is 
exijected to rival the Arnold Arboretum in 
Boston and Kew Gardens in London. Now 
Pasadena has taken up the idea, planning 
to establish an arboietum in Eaton’s Can¬ 
yon. The idea is liecoming increasingly 
popular, and there is no reason why Sierra 
Madre should lag liehind. 

In fact there is no reason why Sierra 
Madre should not lead, by making a begin¬ 
ning right now. If the city trustees will 
complete the formality of declaring the 
Bailey Canyon land a public park, it can be 
developed by the use of park funds. The 
pre.sent city planning commi.ssion has shown 
plenty of good common sense in plans 
already announced to deserve to be entrusted 
with the supervision of the enterprise. 

There sems to be no good reason for 
delay. If the land is retained in its present 
status, it w'ill lie idle and u.seless. There is 
no way of getting it develoijed except as 
part of the park system. Every year of 
delay means loss of a year’s growth and a 
yeai-’s use. 'fhe actual develojiment could 
l)e done at a rate which would add prac¬ 
tically nothing to the city’s exjKm.se.

It was brought to this 
country originally by a French 
speciali.'t: Simmer for six hours 
in an old-fashioned iron kettle 
covered lightly with an aluminum 
or noncorrosive cover, the follow¬ 
ing: 2 oz. lungworth, 2 oz. liver- 
worth, 2 oz. ground sweetwood, 
2 oz. rock candy, 2 oz. star annis, 
si.x pints of cold water. Take one 
ounce, or winegla.ss, every hour, 
and as patient improves, one glas.s 
every two or three hours.

To the Editor 


Many protests have and are be¬ 
ing made against the opening of 
a road to the Big .Santa Anita 
Canyon. Things have now reach¬ 
ed a point where a strong effort 
will stop all further agitation in 
favor of a road. 

.A large number of cabin own¬ 
ers, hikers and nature lovers have 
taken up the fight to preserve the 
canyon as a natural mountain 
park free from any further com¬ 
mercialism than already there, 
and free from public highway and 
auto camps. 

This is one of the last places 
left within easy walking distance 
of town car lines and auto roads 
still retaining its wild mountain 
beauty anil freedom from the 
honking horn. 

The auto, with its wide range, 
can in a very short time reach 
many canyons and mountain re¬ 
sorts, with just as scenic surround¬ 
ings; so there can be no kick from 
that score. 

The camp owners, with proper 
advertising and good treatment of 
guests on arrival can do just as 
much business as they ever have. 
Of course they can not expect the 
war-time revenues they got for 
.several years. (By the way, the 
autoist takes his picnic lunch, 
vacuum buttles, etc., with him, 
strips the Bowers, holly and ferns, 
keeps his money and leaves his 
garbage.) 

It is said there is beautiful back 
country that a Santa .Anita Can¬ 
yon road would open to the mo¬ 
torist. Why pick on the Santa 
Anita when there is already a 
road by way of Mt. WiLson that 
is actually eleven miles nearer to 
Los .Angeles than by way of the 
Santa .Anita? It is being ex- 
tenrled to the .Arroyo Seco on the 
left, ilowii the West Fork on the 
right, and on to the .Antelope Val¬ 
ley and de.sert by two other 
branches. 

For an over-the-range route, the 
San Gabriel offers the easiest, 
shortest and very much the cheap¬ 
est one connecting with our re¬ 
cently aci|uired Big Fine Park, 
.Antelope Valley and the de.sert. 
With the great lake in the mak¬ 
ing, the canyons, rivers and tower¬ 
ing snow-clud peaks this will make 
the most scenic road in Southern 
California. 

Next comes the fire hazard. .All 
fires are fought from riilges and 
canyons. 'Fhe proposed road would 
go over fifteen miles along side 
hilLs and through thick under¬ 
brush. 

The canyon is now well protect¬ 
ed by many trails and fire breaks. 
It is easily and quickly reached 
from several directions. Many 
supplies are kept at the ranger 
station and camp stores. 

Back-country fires can now lie 
quickly reached from .several di¬ 
rections, particularly by the Mt. 
Wilson road and extensions, many 
miles of which are completed. 

Lust and most important is the 
water question. It is the main 
supply for Arcadia and surround¬ 
ing country, including a part of 
Monrovia. The water is limited 
and during the late summer barely 
suiiplies the camps and cabins now 
in the canyon. 

This very important water shed 
would l>e under the double hazard 
of auto road fires, and pollution. 
The water is 'now under a strict 
.sanitary supervision that would be 
utterly impossible with the auto 
picnic parties coming through. 

To agitate the .Santa Anita road 
would .seem to lie from ulterior 
motives as from every angle it 
would nut be an asset but a lia¬ 
bility and a menace. 

It would cost double that of the 
.safer, shorter and far more .scenic 
Sun Gabriel route. 

I’arks for the public; play 
grounds for the kiddies; bridle 
paths for hor.ses, and thousands of 
miles of roads for the motorists. 

Let's keep the Big Santa Atuta 
for its beauty, the nature lover 
and the hiker.

S. E. England, the magician 
who entertained the crowd at the 
Masonic Temple last Friday night 
so delightfully, has had a great 
many novel experiences during his 
stage career of twenty years.

Criiiiinul Code 

Senator Evans gave un illuniin 
ating review of the fifty-four hilhs 
introduced for the purpose of re¬ 
vising the code of criminal pro 
cedure. These would not lessen 
the chances of accu.-ed persons foi 
securing absolute justice, but 
would sweep away a mass of 
technicalities with which criminal 
lawyers are now able to obstruct 
and delay court procedure. I’rompt 
and certain administration of jus¬ 
tice will lie a great crime deter¬ 
rent, in his opinion, and the pro¬ 
posed legislation would do much 
to make it possible. 

.According to Senator Evans, the 
bill now before the legislature to 
modify the criminal syndicalism 
law is too sweeping in its .scope. 
It would remove all restrictions on 
conspiracy to do violence in indus¬ 
trial or political disputes, leasing 
peace officers powerless until some 
overt act had been coimiiitteil. 

I’residenl W. S. Hull presided 
at the meeting. Folowing the ud- 
dres.ses and interesting di.scussions 
which followed, coll'ee atid cakes 
were .served. 

Messrs. Evans and Scofield re¬ 
turned to Sacramento on Tue.sday 
of this week. They invited cor¬ 
respondence from their constitu¬ 
ents on any bills la-fore the leg¬ 
islature. 


Solons Tell 
Of Work In 
Ijegislature

The (California legislature will 
pass a reupportiunnient bill in 
accordance with the mandate of 
the voters on proposition No. 2M 
at the Noveniber election. But 
this will be held uji by referemlum 
so it will not become elfective for 
another two years, and in the 
mean time, some sort of compro¬ 
mise on reapportioninent will be 
agreed to, for adoption by the 
next legislature. 

This was the prophecy made by 
Senator H. J. Evans and .Assem¬ 
blyman Jerome V. .Scofield at the 
meeting of the .Men’s (Bub of the 
Congregational Church last week. 
These two memiH-rs of the legis¬ 
lature were guests of the club 
and were given the opportunity to 
discuss variou.H measures before 
the legislature. Their hearers 
were likewi.se given an opportunity 
to ask questions and to express 
their own views. 

Country Feara ('ities 

'Fhe Farm Bureau of (.'alifornia 
seeks to dominate the legislature 
and the state, according to Mr. 
Scofield. The apportionment plan 
which was sponsored by the bu¬ 
reau, will give 1.08 .Angeles county 
about fifteen members of the lower 
house and only one member of the 
.senate. San Franci.sco county will 
have a smaller number of repre¬ 
sentatives and only one senator. 
San F'ranci.sco, .Alameda and Los 
Angeles counties will hardly be 
content with only three senators, 
and overwhelming control of tin- 
senate in the sparsely .settled re¬ 
gions of the state. 

Such a division of the legisla¬ 
ture will be absolutely inetfectual 
in the opinion of both legislator.s. 
It Would develop a situation of 
(rerpetual deadlock, with a result 
ing inciease in the amount of 
direct legislation and 'an increase 
in the size of ballots, which are 
already too large. What is really 
necessary is for both sides to 
make .some concessions, realizing 
that the cities with their inilu.s- 
trial development and market for 
farm products are just as neces- 
•sary to' the country, as the coun¬ 
try is to the city. 

l’ro|>erty Vote ({iialifiration 

Among the measures introduced 
by Mr. Scofield on which he hopes 
fur favorable action is a bill which 
would restrict the franchise in im¬ 
provement di.-trict electiotis to ac¬ 
tual owners of profierty withiti 
the district affected. This would 
place the decision us to district 
bund issues upon the shoulders of 
the people who would pay the 
taxes, regardless of where they 
reside, provided they are bona fide 
voters. The property restriction 
would not apply in the case of 
general bond i.ssues covering a 
city or county, but only where a 
special assessment district is to 
be creuteil. 

Mr. Scofield has also introduced 
a bud check bill with teeth in it 
and a bill making it a crime for 
a foreman or other supervisor to 
levy an assessment or commission
